The driver escaped without injury 
and with the aid of passing motorists 
blocked the Highway to traffic. Be- 
sides the 90 sticks of explosizes, the 
jeep contained 50 caps and when the 
explosion occurred pieces of the jeep 
were blown hundreds of yards in all 
directions. 

It is understood that the jeep was 
travelling at an excessive speed when 
the accident occurred and the driver 
is being charged by Provincial Police.

Poppy Day 
Saturday, November 9 


Once again-this year the Canadian Legion is asking the people 
of Madoc and District to wear a Poppy for Remembrance. This is an 
excellent appeal, and one that should not be overlooked. During the 
years since Col. John McCrae wrote the challenging poem “In Flan- 
ders’ Fields”, the Poppy has taken on a peculiar significance. It has 
come to typify in many countries of the world the debt which we 
who live owe to those who died in battle. 

One day in the year the people of Canada are asked to wear a 
Poppy to show that they remember. One day in the year they are 
asked to pause briefly to honor the dead. That is little enough. While 
remembrance of the dead of two wars is the spiritual aspect of the 
Poppy, there is the other practical purpose of assisting the living, 
for the money reised through the fund is used for emergency assist- 
| ance to veterans and to families of veterans. 

While it is true that veterans under certain circumstances have 
the advantage of specific legislation, such as war veterans’ allow- 
ance, it should be remembered that when an emergency crops Up in 
any family, speed is the essential requirement in providing assistance. 

There are many cases on record with the Poppy Fund where 
neceasary assistance has been forthcoming in a matter of hours. It 
should be remembered also that there are many worthy veterans who 
‘hesitate to apply to any of the organized charities. Many of them 
have twice gone into uniform, and have given ten years of their pro- 
ductive life to the service of their country. Through the comradeship 
of the Canadian Legion their needs are learned, and the assistance is 
forthcoming. It should be remembered too, that while the Poppy 
Fund is a national appeal the money raised locally is used locally 
to assist veterans and their families.

(3) Beat the eggs until fluffy; add 
to creamed shortening alternately 
with orange juice and 4 cup of the 
mixed dry ingredients. Beat until 
amooth. - 

(4) Combine nuts and = fruits. 
Dredge them, wntil well coated, 
with % cup of the dry ingredients. 
(This keeps the fruit and nuts 
from forming lumps in your cake.) 

(5) Now add the fruits and nuts 
to your batter. Then add balance 


of the dry. ingredients. Mix well. 


For one-pound cakes, line 3 x 5%- 
inch loaf pans with waxed paper, 
and pour in batter. 

(6) Bake one-pound cakes about 
three hours at 250°. Larger cakes 
#hould be baked % hour longer for 
@ach extra pound. For glaze, bake 
over a pan of water in the @ven. 

Decorations of cherries, almonds 
@tc.,, can be added during the last 
hour of baking. Cake, when done, 
should be medium brown, with a 
emooth, shiny glaze. Completely 
eool cakes before wrapping and 
#toring. Clear or colored cellophane 
makes a good protective wrapping. 
Make the cellophane tight and seal 
with warm iron. Store wrapped 
eakes anywhere.

Shed New Light 
On The Bible 


The ancient Hebrew scrolle—found 


' by “accident,.in a cave in Trans- 


jordan—possibly date, im the eel 
ion of experts, from the second 
century before Christ. Professor 
Plenderleith, keeper of the research 
laboratory of the British Museum, 
describes the work he is doing on 
some of the fragments in “London 
Calling.” 


This would seem to be the most 
outstanding discovery of Biblical 
manuscripts ever made. The whole 
of the Book of Isaiah — a stroll 
seven yards long; a considerable 
fragment of another Isaiah; a com- 
mentary on Habbakuk; a selection 
oi the Psalms; several sections of 


the Apocrypha, as well as some 
other documents of the greatest 
historical interest — all of these 


wtre found stored in sealed jars in 
a cavé in the hills near Jericho. 
Archaeologists have now e¢xam- 
ined the jars and the scrolls, and 
agree that the manuscripts are gen- 
uine, possibly dating back to the 
second century before Christ. It 
is an incredible piece of good for- 
tune that, after 2,000. years, the 
finest of the scrolls are in such good 
condition that all have been un- 
rolled without mishap. This, I 
understand, is in no small measure 
due to the protection of the Jars. 

Now why !s this find so very im- 
portant? As we know, the Bible 
has been handed down to ‘us from 
texts copied. and recopied many 
times. Two of the principal sources 
are the Hebrew text of the ninth 
century A.D., called the Massoretic 
text, and the Greek Septuagint, 
translated from the Hebrew about 
the third century B:C. The newly 
discovered documents are actually 
1,000 years earlier than the Mas- 
soretic text, and must be almost 
contemporary with the Hebrew 
writings from which the Greek 
Septuagint was derived. ; 
Scholars are trapslating and 
comparing texts, and already we are 
told that there is very little change 
to record; the Bible has been tran- 
scribed for/us down through the 
ages with astonishing accuracy—a 
tribute to the strictness and fidelity 
of generations of devoted scribes. 

Now, in a find of this kind, it will 
be understood that every scrap is 
of the utmost value; not a word 
must be lost. . After the main scrolls 
had been removed, the cave was 
visited and searched by Mr. Lanke- 
ster Harding, the curator of an- 
tiques of Transjordan. He gleaned 
every fragment left in the cave, 
from the floor and from the jars, 
and it is these gleanings that he 
brought to me at the British Mu- 
seum for examination and treat- 
ment, 

The manuscripts, | find, are com- 
osed of parchment, that is, animal 
skin prepared for’ writing—in this 
case, probably goat skin. The ink 
is) a carbon ink, the most. perma- 
nent kind of ink, traditionally 
made from a mixture of soot and 
gum. The Hebrew writing is black 
and as legible today as it would 
have been 2,000 years ago; but the 
fragments from the floor. of the 
cave, not protected by the jars, are 
in a sorry condition.

than a thumb nail, and in wads of 
10 or 12 layers, sticking together. 
It is my job to separate these lay- 
ers. This may sound easy, but 
after so long in the arid climate’ of 
Palestine, the pieces are dry and 
brittle, so much so that they can- 
not stand the most delicate manipu- 
lation without fracture. 


We know that in its natural con- 
dition, parchment is soft and pli- 
able because it contains moisture, 
but when old and dry it becomes 
brittle. If we can restore moisture 
to brittle parchment it again be- 
comes pliable. The obvious way to 
do this might seem to be to soak 
the parchment with water, but this 
would convert it into glue; parch- 
ment, when wetted, however lightly, 
gelatinises on the surface. There is 
great danger in using too much 
water. However, in the laboratory 
we have experience of old parch- 
ment and a simple piece of appar- 
atus for_a-job of this kind. 


The parchment is placed on a 
support, in a glass vessel. In the 
base of the vessel is a ‘glycerine- 
water mixture, which has the effect 
of keeping the air in the closed 
vessel at a predetermined humidity. 
In time, the parchment absorbs the 
moisture from the humid air, and 
after two hours, the specimens have 
again become pliable, without 
change in appearance. It is now 
possible to ease the leaves apart, 
thus exposing fresh layers of writ- 
ing as the work proceeds. 

However, there was a@ serious 
complication. At one edge of some 
of the wads, holding the leaves 
together, was a black substance like 
pitch. It was not pitch, but was 
actually a localized decomposition 
of the tissue to parchment glue— 
decomposition beyond recovery. 
This glue absorbed more than its 
share of moisture in the humidifier 
and became .like black treacle, and 
threatened to spread over the small 
fragments and obliterate the writ- 
ing. It had to be hardened again. 
and quickly. 

What was I to do? I put a trial 
piece into a refrigerator, and found 
that this worked. Soon, the blatk 
substance solidified and lost its 
stickiness; and it was now possible, 
with the aid of .a scalpel, to-slip it 
away from the text, and so sepa 
rate the leaves entirely, so. that 
they could be mounted between 
glasses in preparation for study. 

It was going to take time and 
patience to read the many fragments 
in my possession; but when the 
work is completed, there will be 
the satisfaction of knowing that all 


of the remaining script has been 
saved.

Famous Ruined Room 
Now Restored 


In a city as old and famous as 
London there are’ many rooms in 
which great decisions have been 
taken, where Kings and statesmen 
have sat and pondered before de- 
eiding on actions which have shaped 
the course of history. Such a room 
ia the panelled Board Room at the 
Admiralty, Damaged in the blitz 
on London, its ceiling’ ruined, its 
doors blown out and its historic 
panelling splintered, the pictures 
glashed to riljbons and tne se 
¢hairs tattered and torn, the ak of 
restoring it to its original state must 
have seemed an almost insuperable 
one. Buf it has been done suc- 
eosstully. 

The restorers set to work in 1947. 
Three hundred and seven pieces of 
woodwork and a barrel of frag- 
ments had somehow to be sorted 
out and put in their rightful places. 
No exact reCord of the panelling 
existed so that each piece had to 
be numbered and measured and a 
precise “architect's! drawing  pro- 
duced. The ceiling was beyond re- 
pair and a new one has been made, 
painted a warm cream and white, 
with a decorative pattern of inter- 


Wwined circles and flowers edged 


with gilt. The oak panelling, now 
stripped to a fine honey color, is 
decorated by classical columns with 
foliaged capitals topped by a dol- 
phin motive. The chairs are newly 
upholstered in plum-colored leather, 
the long mahogany table is cov- 
ered with black baize and the First 
Lord’s chair, larger than the rest, 
stands at the head of it, facing 
Nelson’s portrait. The carvings 
over the mantelpiece are of 16th 
century navigational instraments, 
and are of great value to historians, 
for the movable parts actually slide 


up and down as they did in the 


original instruments. The wind dial 
shows an ancient map Of Britain 
and the European coastline, and the 


* single gilt hand is worked from a 


wind vane in the roof. This vane 
moves fitfully in the wind, giving 
the seadogs consulting on - shore 
some idea at least of the weather 
conditions that His Majesty’s ves- 
sels have to contend with on that 
day. It is a magnificent room, rich 
in naval history, and now happily 
réturned to its former proud con- 
dition.

DUD RACKET DEVALUES BOON 
OF ENGLAND’S FIRECRACKERS 


London—Post-war racketeering, 
and the devaluation of the pound 
sterling, have hit one of Engalnd’s 
most innocent and most profitable 
industries. 

The victims are mainly boys 
stocking away firecrackers and toy 
rockets for the approaching Guy 
Fawkes night, a celebration resem- 
bling a cross between Victoria 9a) 
and Hallowe'en and the Fourth of 
July, 

Commemorating the, arrest of 


ene, Guy Fawkes, on November 5, 
1605, a few minutes before he 
planned to set a torch to’a stock 
of explosives which would have 
blown up the British Parliament 
with the King inside, British chil- 
dren, before the war, on and about 
that day exploded an_ estimated 
£500,000 “($2,000,000 at the pre- 
devaluation rates) worth of fire- 
works each year. 

But this year, many of the boys 
will find that they have spent their 
pocket money on “duds” which will 
fail to explode. 

= . * 

Since the war, the government 
has put increasing restrictions on 
the sale of fireworks, and this year 
the prices of some of the “rockets” 
have gone up by an additional 400 
per cent. Dealers blame devaluation 
for the increase 

A small bomb, which last year 
sold for about two pennies, now 
costs one shilling (14 cents). 

Hardest hit are the small retail- 
ers. The omnipresent sign “Fire 
works sold out, sorry” is usually 
the signal for one of the racketeers, 
tepresenting some of the back-room 
manufacturers, to approach the 
shop owner and offer to seil @ lim- 
ited tumber of fireworks and rock- 
ets at slightly leas than the official 
prices 

“We can find no answer to this 
racket, except to advise people to 
look at the labels eand-the names 
of the makers of fireworks before 
they buy them,” said Leslie Riddle 
one of the country’s leading sports 
and toy dealers, “bat, unfortunate!s 
most of the customers are boy 
happy to ley their hands on an; 
thing hich might make a noise.”

HIGH PROTEIN BREAD 

1 package yeast 

1 cup lukewarm water 
2% cups enriched flour 
114 teaspoons salt 

2 teaspoons sugar 

3 tablespoons full-fat soy flour 
3% tablespoons dry skim milk 

2 teaspoons shortening 
Method: (1) Dissolve yeast in luke, 
warm water (not hot), about 8s 
degrees F. in temperature. 

(2) Combine all dry ingredients 
in mixing bowl. Pour in the yeast 
solution and start mixing. 

(3) Add shortening and mix un- 
til the dough is smooth. 

(4) Place dough in a well-greased 
bowl, cover and let rise in a warm 
place (80 to 85 degrees F.) for an 
hour and a half. 

*(5) Punch dough down by plung- 
ing the fist in the center of it. Fold 
over the edges of dough and turn 
upside down. Cover and let rise 
fifteen to twenty minutes, 

(6) Shape into a loaf and place 
in greased bread pan (9x4x3 in.), 
Cover and let stand about fifty-five 
to sixty minutes in a warm place 
till dough fills the pan. 

(7) Bake in a hot oven (400 de- 
grees F.) about thirty-five minutes, 

If prepared in the specified _ptp- 
portions the above recipe will yield 
one large or two small coffee cakes 
or eighteen rolls. For the coffee 
cake: 

FRUIT-FILLED COFFEE 
CAKE 
Recipe for high-prwotein bread, 
prepared through step No. § 
(see above) 
Melted butter 

¥% cup white or brown sugar 

1 tablespoon flour 

¥% to one teaspoon cinnamon 

2 cups chopped apples 

% cup seedless raising 

1 cup sifted confectioner’s sugar 

(1) Roll dough on a lightly-flour- 
ed board into a rectangular sheet 
about a fourth inch thick. For one 
coffee cake work with all the dough 
in one sheet, for two, divide in half. 

(2) Brush with melted butter, 
Blend sugar, flour and spice. 
Sprinkle over dough; sprinkle that 
mixture with the apples and raisins. 

(3) Roll up as for a jelly roll. 
With the “seam” on the bottom, 
transfer to a greased, shallow pan, 
Shape into a ring. 

(4) Using shears, cut almost 
through ring into slices three- 
fourths inch thick. Slant slices down 
a little and overlap to expose the 
filling. Let rise in, a warm place 
till almost double in size. 

(5) Bake in a hot oven (400 de- 
grees F.) fifteen minutes. Reduce 
heat to moderate (350 degrees F.) 
and bake till center is firm to the 


touch, about twenty-five minutes, “ 


(6) Mix confectioner’s sugar with 
about two tablespoons water and 
drizzle frosting over top of cake, 
Yield: about twelve servings from 
one large cake. 


HIGH-PROTEIN ROLLS 

Recipe for high-protein bread, 

prepared through step No, § 

(previously listed) 

Melted butter 
Method: (1) for Hamburger buns 
roll dough on a lightly-floured 
board into a sheet about a half inch 
thick. Cut with a large floured bis- 
cuit cutter. 

(2) For frankfurter rolls use half 
the dough at a time. Rol into rec- 
tangular sheets about a half inch 
thick, having the width of the dough 
about the same as the length of a 
frankfurter roll. Trim off edges to 
straighten them. Cut rectangle of 
dough into strips an inch to an inch 
and a half wide. 

(3) Place cut-out dough on a 
greased baking sheet about an inch 
apart. Grease tops lightly with the 
melted butter. Let rise in a warm 
place till almost double in size. 

(4) Bake in a hot oven (400 de- 
grees F.) till brown®bout fifteen 
minutes. Yield: about 18 rolls,

Only the more important Arctic 
settlements are linked by aircraft 
and snow-tracter “trains.”

With the first snow of winter the 
husky becames the key to existence 
over an area exceeding ten million 
square miles, He hauls the Mountie 
and the Arctic missionary on their 
rounds: he carries the trapper along 
his trapline; and the. explorer into 
frigid new territories; he is used to 
deliver rations to the housewife in 
some polar parts, and to carry the 
doctor into the. wilderness of the 


legs and attaches at the back to 
the thong that serves as a trace. 

The team is traced either in fan- 
formation or in line-ahead, or the 
dogs are hitched to either side of'a 
trace. The method used depends on 
the terrain to be crossed—for ex- 
ample, the trappers of Canada’s 
forest areas wouldn’t think of us- 
ing the fan-formation! 
_ Whatever the method of harness- 
Ting employed, the team is control- 
led by word of mouth and with a 
long whip. 

In a well-trained team every dog 
answers to his name. Sometimes 4 
dog will respond to a shouted order 


him unjustly—and look for trouble. 
The husky has a long memory. And 
there has been at least one instance 
when the team has sided with a 
badly handled, dog and chased its 
driver, their eyes on the seat of his 
seal-skin trousers. 

The husky has a marked sense 
of humor, Throw your whip and 
miss and he turns around and 
“laughs” in a doggy way!

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According to somebody who has 
made a study of such things, there 
are—growing in every part of the 
Old and New World—more than 
fifty members of the cabbage fam- 
fly. They are of different shapes, 
colors, and there is a wide variety 
of flavours. 

Vet they all have this in common 
—moderate cost, ease of prepara- 
tion, and good eating. 

So here are a few hints regarding 
eabbage preparatin and cookery, 

a couple of recipes you might 
to try. 

Since cabbage is a strong-flavored 
vegetable, allow to stand with whole 
head down in slightly salted cold 
water for about 3 minutes before 
ooking. 

To cook, remove outer leaves if 
mecessary, then quarter, lice, shred, 
or chop the cabbage according to 
your own preference and variety 
weed.. Add a small amount of water 
and % teaspoon salt; cover and 
gimmer until tender (8 to 18 min- 
utes depending on kind of cabbage 
and size of pieces). Drain, if nec- 
essary, blend .with butter or bacon 
fat, and season to taste with salt 
amd pepper. 

One foolproof way to keep your 
eabbage cooking a secret and avoid 
the usual kitchen smells, is to place 
2 or 3 slices of stale bread on top 
of cabbage before the cover lid goes 


mushrooms and chop onion. Pan 
mushrooms in hot fat, add onion 
and oatmeal and heat for 10 min- 
utes. Add one tablespoon water if 
necessary. Cool slightly and stir 
in egg yolk and sour cream; season 
to taste. Using 2 cabbage leaves for 
each roll, place 1 to 1% tablespoons 
stuffing in center of each, roll and 
fasten with toothpick, or tie with 
cord. 

Place in well-greased baking dish, 
dot with fat, and add % cup water 
into bottom\of pan.

Some Hints On 
Cooking Wild Game 


How do you feel when your hus- 
band or the boys bring home a 
rabbit, several squirrels or a phea- 
sant for you to cook? Do you think 
longingly of the pork roast that's 
in the icebox all ready to slip into 
the oven? Or do you feel that this 
is a chance to have a delicious and 
different kind of a meal for a 
change? 

Perhaps if you insist that the 
men-folks clean and dress the game 
as well as kill it, you will enjoy 
the preparation and serving of this 
game to a greater degree writes Zoe 
Murphy in “Wallace’s Former.” 

Wild game not only has a food 
walue that is equal to domestic 
animals, but the flavor is unusual 
and exciting. You know, of course, 
that game should be drawn and 
cleaned’as soon as possible after it 
is shot. Game should be kept at a 
cool temperature—32 to 45 degrees 
until it is to be cook: '. All game 
is better if allowed to hang for a 
couple of days to season. 

If your hubsand brings home a 
pheasant: as soon as the season 
opens, how. are you going to cook 
it? Young birds can be cooked 
successfully by any recipe that is 
good for chicken. 

tut if there is any doubt in your 
mind about the age of the bird, why 
not try baking it? Here is a recipe 
that brings out the best flavor in 
any pheasant 

Baked Pheasant 

Clean and cut up the bird for 
frying. Wipe, thoroughly, dip im 
flour, and brown in butter in a 
frying pan. Place in a roaster and 
sprinkle well. with salt and pepper. 

Put enough sweet-or sour cream 
in the pan to make a depth of one 
inch. Add one-eighth pound of but- 
ter for each bird, Cover and bake 
at 300 degrees for about two hours, 
Make a gravy in the drippings and 
cover the bird before serving. 

If you like your. pheasants 
roasted, you will find it’s a good 
idea to add extra fat in the form 
of bacon, salt pork or fresh, -side- 
meat, To keep the breast from dry- 
ing out, you can roast the’ birds 
with the breast-side down. Be sure 
to baste often. 

Roast Pheasant 

Place a cleaned pheasant in a 
roasting pan and pour one quart of 
boiling water over it and into the 
cavity. Place a cup of chopped 
celery and chopped onion in 
the bird. Or you cariuse a favorite 
dressing if you like.

Rub*generously with salt and pep- 
per.

Broiled Squirrel 

If the boys don’t bring home 
pheasants, they are pretty sure to 
present you with some rabbits or 
squirrels before the season is over, 
Squirrels are among the finest and 
most tender of all small game ani- 
mals, They also have a mild game 
flavor. 

Broiled equirrel ie particularly de- 
licious. It’s best to aplit the carcass 
in half, brush the pieces with but- 
ter, and season with salt and 
pepper. 

Broil] at moderate heat in a broil- 
er. Brown both sides and baste 
frequently with drippings for one- 
half to one hour. Meat should be 
well done. Remove to a heated 
platter, season again with butter 
and serve at once.

Thicken the stew with flour. Put 
in a greased baking dish and cover 
top with pie crust or biscuit dough. 
Return to oven and bake until the 
dough is done. 

Roast Wild Duck 

Perhaps no other game meat is 
more tempting than roast wild duck, 
First, clean and wipe the ducks 
dry. Sprinkle generously with flour, 
salt and pepper. Place a whole 
peeled onion inside each duck and 
put them in a self-basting roaster. 
With toothpicks, fasten two or three 
strips of bacon across each bird, 

Or you can stuff ducks with a 
wild-rice dressing, made by boiling 
wild rice and seasoning it with salt 


and pepper and chopped onion, or | 


any other favorite dressing. 

Cover the bottom of the roaster 
with water. Cover the ducks tightly 
and roast at 350 degrees for one 
and one-half to two hours, depend- 
ing on the size of the ducks, Re- 
move the’cover of the roaster the 
last 15 minutes, so the birds can 
brown.

Paper On First Schools Given 

Mrs. J. McCaffrey reviewed the 
first schools in and near Madoc — 
4 O'Hara's, dated .1830, a log structure 
was the first school and was insti- 
gated by Squire O'Hara, 

The second school built in Madoc 
Township, was Hart's, in 1842. This 
was a log building, heated by a stove 
in a pit in the centre of the room. 
Benches were arranged along the 
sides with a sttelf to hold the pupils’ 
slates. The first schools in Madoc 
were private ones taught by a Miss 
Olmstead, an American, and =  sup- 
ported by public subscription. ‘ The 
first “Public” school in Madoc was 
built in 1844, where Dr. Eagieson’s 
house now stands, and which was la- 
ter destroyed by fire. The first brick 
school avas built in 1855. Mrs Mc- 
Caffrey went on to explain how the 
teaching was done. Orally, and, in the 
two-room edifice; there was consider- 
able trouble “keeping order.” In 1874 
Mr. W. Mackintosh was appointed 
the first Inspector, previous to this 
time the office was known as Super- 
intendent. The first legislative grant 
was apportioned in 1879--one year 
after the village was incorporated 

The speaker then told how the 
{Principaljof the school taught fourth 
and fifth classes, and, since there was 
no high school, he taught Model 
School, as well, to enable advanced 
students qualify for the teaching 
profession. The country school, con- 
tinued Mrs. McCaffrey, was really 
the community centre and Sunday 
School, church,. spelling classes and 
political meetings were all held in the 
school.

Chile’s Great 
Port 


The rainless port of Arica i 
handsome with its cream - colored 


Pacific Hotel fronting the sea, and 


the great sea headland, E! Morro, 
whitlt towers right over the town. 
Offshore is Litth@-Seoenion Island, 
painted white with guano. Fiebing 
boats careen among the harbor 
rocks and bursting spume, and sea 
birds fly by «in dark curtains. for 
hours on end. 

This northernmost city of the 
Chilean coast seems worlds apart 
from the rest of Chile, from which 
it is cut*off by desert arid distance. 
Its people are different too, gay, 
spritely, yet kindly and gentle. They 
have the peculiar alertness of border 
peoples everywhere, the keen glance 
of folk who live in busy seaports.
